Bowers and Ward were friend* 
in ]i)ng-lar.d. 
The theory of the prosecution is 
that Ward, taking advantage of Bow- 
ers' 
supposed absence, was remaining 
over, night at the Bowers home and 
when surprised \>y the husband's un- 
expected return at midnight slew th€ 
latter with a shot from his revolve* 
on his own doorstep. 


"It's 
a deuced nasty predicament to 
be In. don't you know," said Ward at 
the jail before being taken to tha 
courtroom.

most remarkable city charter ever pre- 
sented to an , eastern legislature.

adopted, together with the recall, refer- 
endum and initiative. 


The city, which will have a population 


of about 15,000 will be ruled by five com- 
missioners, all elected at large for a pe- 
riod of four years. 
There will be no 


aldermen or mayor. 
The commissioner 


of affaira will practically assume all the 
duties of a mayor. His salary Is $300 a 
year. 
The 
commissioner of account 
la 


the ex-offlclo city cleric and purchasing 
agent for all departments. 
Then there 


are the commissioners 
of public safety 


publlc works and finance. 


The charter provides that every 
offi- 


cer of the city shall 
establish certain 


office hours and must be at his 
office 


during such no,,rs. He is also required 
to make periodic reports to the citizens 
through the 
newspapers. 


It is conceded by the sub-commit- 


tee that Alameda county will become 
a Congressional district in itself: and 
the counties of Contra Costa and So- 
lano will go to some other district. 
Santa Clara county sought to annex 
the country district of Alameda county 
to secure another Congressman 
for 


hersolf, but this was voted clown. 


There has been expressed a desire 


on the part of some of the legislators

Legislatures in many States have been embarrassed by the fail- 


ure of Cor.gress to pass an apportionment bill. For instance, the Leg- 
islature of California \vill adjourn before the new Congress, which 
•will not assemble til! the 4th of April next, and hence must act on 
the presumption that the Crumpacker apportionment bill will be 
enacted into a law. That bill gives this State three additional Con- 
gressmen. 
Unless the State is redistricted at this session, provid- 


ing- that an extra session is not called, the additional Congressmen 
will have to be elected at large. There would be no change m the 
districts till the election of 19.U. for the State could not be redis- 
tricted till the meeting of the next Legislature in 1913. 


It is stated rather positively by the newspaper correspondents 


at Sacramento that the Legislature will go ahead and redistrict the 
State at this session on the basis of the Crumpacker apportionment. 
The Crumpacker apportionment is almost certain to be adopted, but 
almost is as far from being sure. 
In any event the situation calls 


for some action that will obviate as far as is possible the election 
of all the new Congressmen allotted to California at large. 


Some sections of the State have grown much faster than others, 


'and the way the district lines are drawn at present distributes polit- 
ical powers very inequitably. 
A vote in one part of the State 


counts for much more, so far as the election of a Congressman is 
concerned, than a vote in other parts. For example, the Third dis- 
trict contains more than twice as many inhabitants as the Fourth 
•district. 
Alameda county alone polls double the vote cast in the 


.Fourth district. 
Los Angeles county is a still more glaring exam- 


ple of the inequity of the redistricting law passed ten years ago. If 
practicable the Legislature should redistrict the State in accordance 
•with the present distribution of population. 


The Stockton Record takes Senator Stetson to task for refusing 


to act independently on his judgment and convictions instead of be- 
ing a mere echo of the wishes of a junta which has undertaken to 
control the actions and conscience of every man holding office^ m 
California. 
The Stockton paper accuses Senator Stetson of being- 


recreant to the wishes of his constituents, and then explains that 
the charge is-based on Mr. Stetson's refusal to "take programme' 
in regard"to certain measures having- the approval of Governor John- 
son, "if Senator Stetson's course in ihc matters referred to could be 
referred to the voters of his district it would be overwhelmingly 
endorsed. 
It may be stated also that Senator Stetson was not 


elected to take programme at Sacramento and to merely say aye 
every time the button is touched in the Governor's office. 
Gover- 


nor Johnson would have far less respect for Senator Stetson than 
he has now if he allowed himself to be tied like a dog under the 
executive chariot. 
Moreover, the Stockton Record is not an au- 


thority on public sentiment in Oakland whatever it may be in 
Stockton. 


An English Idea of Reciprocity 


Senator Cummins of Iowa says he is in favor of reciprocity, 


•but fears that the terms of the convention with Canada are injuri- 
ous to the interests of the Iowa farmers. 
The farmers of Iowa have 


grown rich raising corn, hops and cattle for sale abroad in competi- 
tion with the producers of all other countries. Canada included. 
ZUcat is the basis of Iowa agriculture, the corn she grows going to 
fatten cattle and hogs. Her surplus has always been sold in a free 
trade market. 
It is incredible therefore that admitting Canadian 


agricultural products free of duty into this country can injure the 


Lowa farmers. 


We are not to lose Toe Bailey from the Senate after all. Gov- 


ernor Colquitt refused to accept his resignation till he had explained 
•why he had offered it, and Bailey pulled it hack. His explanation 
places him in a ridiculous light. He was disgusted because his Dem- 
ocratic colleagues did not accept his view of the initiative, referen- 
dum and recall. 
The absurdity of this explanation is apparent. If 


a Senator is to resign everv time his party associates disagree vath 
'him the membership of the Senate will change from day 
to day. 


There will be a succession of men coming in and going- out. But 
the ground on which Bailey withdrew his resignation is even more 
farcical than the reason he ascribed for offering it. 
Eleven Demo- 


cratic Senators joined in a statement that Bailey had misconstrued 
;-their intent and attitude toward the initiative, referendum and re- 
call. 
Xow eleven are not a majority of the Democratic Senators, 


and they d.i> not promise io hereafter vote and agree with Bailey. 
The whole affair has been a foolish child's play.

I 
have described the deplorable condi- 
tions to the mayor and commissioners 
more than once, even before there 
was any complaint..' Soon after the 
council took office seven men were 
added to the. force, which number had 
been cut off by the former board o1 
trustees, 
because 
of 'lack of funds. 
When this year's .budget was made 
up I ask«d for at least three more 
men, but the council .could not see its 
way clear to give them to me. All of 
the departments as well as the police 
department have to, be provided for, 
and to make them all 'as efficient as 
they should be, would take a great 
deal more revenue than we can col- 
lect under our 'tax -rate. I agree with 
you that if there is any revenue at all. 
the public safety should have -prece- 
dence over all other .needs. 
As the 


budget is made, for this . fiscal year 
which will not expire until June 31, 
there is no hope of Increasing the po- 
lice force before that time.

Tho entire fire 
Department of Minneapolis was 
called 
t^tl, but it was totally inadequate to 
i-hc-ck the flames. Later a call was sent 
to St. Paul for help, and this was im- 
mediately furnished.

lunchroom: Mr. and Mrs. Charles Fran- 
son, BIrr.er Franson, aged 19; Herbert 
Franson. aged 20, and Mrs. Inga Fran- 
son.

Miss Merlle Downend, 18 years of ago 
and Miss Marie Heller were on the third 
floor. On the fifth floor Miss Mary Hol- 
lisler and Mrs. Theler were hemmed In 
by flumes. 


Thp members of the Franson family, 


find all exit by stairway and front win- 
dows cut off, made for the fire escape on 
the alley side of the builaing. Elmer 
Franson leaped to the Sre escape through 
a blast of flames. Holding to the hot 
Irons of the latter, he aided his mother 
to climb through the windows and step 
upon the platform beside him. 


As soon as her hands touched the rails 


Mrs, 
Franson screamed and wouJd have 


fallen to the ground had not Fireman 
Caldwell leaped to her rescue from a 
ladder perched against the New Enerland 
building, which 
adjoins 
the Syndicate 


building-. 
CaWwell made a leap 'of fully 


ten feet and took a chance of falling to 
the pavement forty feet below if" he 
missed the fire escape. 
Fortunately he 
struck It right and reached Mrs. Fran- 


son's side not a second too-soon. He as- 
sisted her to the ground, while Elmer 
Franson followed, shouting: "There are 
two women back there in the> flames! I 
saw them fall." 


The firemen made every effort to break 
into the bulldlns at this .place, but tho 
heat was too great and they were re- 
pulsed. 


All other members of the Franson fam- 


ily were then assisted down the fire es- 
cape, and the firemen had little difficulty 
In rescuing the people from the second 
and fifth floors. None of the tenants 
received serious Injuries, and all occu- 


I pants of the upper floors were finally 
' accounted for. It Is believed that younu 
Franson was mistaken when he said ha 
saw two people in the nuilding as he 
lc 
jft~ the fire escape. 
During the progress of the fire there 


wore several explosions at the west end 
'of the building which lifted the heavy 
stone sidewalks high 
In the air and 
scattered huge pieces of stone about the 
atz'eet. The explosions were attributed to 
breaking? gas pipes. 


The high wind carried embers from 


tho iire hiyh over the business district, 
and a number of small fires started on 
the roofs of several buildings. 
Some of 


these embers Cell fourteen squares from 
the fire, burning awnings and other In- 
flammable materials.

HARBOH DISPUTE 


TOBESETTLED 


Legislative Delegation Meets 


in San Francisco to Thresh 


Out the Matter 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.—A legis- 
lative delegation, consisting of Senators 
"Wolfe of this city, Hewitt'of LOB Angeles, 
Tyrrell of Oakland and Wright of San 
rtleso, with City Attorney Shenk of I>og 
Angeles, are attending a conference at 
the Merchants' Exchange building this 
afternoon to thresh out the matter of 
the tide land of Los Angeles harrjor. 
The San Francisco Merchants' Asso- 
ciation is represented, as Is also the the 
Merchants' Exchange and the 
Harbor 
Improvement League. A delegation from 
the south, consisting of Joseph H. Scott, 
James Slauson, A. P. Fleming and J'ames 
A. Anderson, are to take part in the 
conference. 
' 


The conference has to do with the ces- 
sion of tide lands by the state to the 
southern cities and the opposition which 
was made by the San Francisco repre- 
sentatives in the 
legislature. 
It 
was 
urged that none of tho other cities of the 
strute should attempt to operate their 
harbors without 
having 
a 
minimum 
wharfage rate established, same to affect 
the harbor of San Francisco as well. 
That yiere should b* a uniform schedule 
of pHot lees established wna also the 
contention of the San Francisco repre- 
sentatives, who, It is said, were Instruct- 
ed to Insist upon that condition In return 
for their promise of assistance In secur- 
ing- the cession of the tide lands. 


REFUSE CONDITIONS. 


San .Diego, IMS Angeles and Oakland 
refused to subscribe to those conditions, 
declaring that If a minimum rate was 
Instituted, 
private 
corporations which 
owned tracts on the waterfront could cut 
beneath them and thus obtain the great- 
er portion of patronage. 
For the same reason, those three cities 
refused -to accede to the pilot fee stipula- 
tion, claiming that there was 'little need 
for pilots in the southern ports except In 
thick weather which occurred infrequent- 
ly during the year, while all vessels, they 
said, entering 
San 
Francisco harbor, 
were compelled to employ pilots as a pre- 
caution of safety. 
This discrimination 
they refused to levy asalnst in charging 
steppers who wished to avail themselves 
of their respective harbors. 
This Is the first time that San Fran- 
cisco has faced a-determined set of men 
who have decicKB to govern their har- 
bor affairs withoupt dictation from 
tho 
metropolis, and- the result will he await- 
ed with interest.
